Hi Wendy, 



I have a number of questions that I will be asking you today and thought I'd send them your way to get a 
heads up on them. 

• When was the property purchased? 

• How much was it purchased for? Was it purchased in foreclosure? Auction? 

• What group under the UCDD umbrella owns the property? 

• Where did the funds that purchased the facility come from? 

• With regards to the previous question, you tout private funders are behind this. Who are these donors? How much have they 
donated? When did they donate these funds? How do you solicit these funds? How much has been donated up to now? How 
has the breakdown been done (with regards to how much goes toward what in the facility — construction costs, features, etc)? 

• Why has the status of the business been changed four times with the Secretary of State (once as a for-profit corporation with 
1 ,000 shares.) Where did those shares go? Who were the shareholders? Why is Larry Webb's name al) over it and did be inform 
anyone of the changes made through the state department? 

• How many acres does it entail? 

• Since you charge rent, where does the rent go? What are the income requirements for residents to utilize this facility? Do they 
have leases? If so, I'd like to request a copy of the lease. 

• Is the facility properly licensed by the state health department (including the salon and the kitchen)? My search of the state 
health department records shows no license or inspection of said facility. 

• Has it been properly inspected by the codes department? (20+ people in a 6,600 square foot facility — with a grand staircase — 
how can elderly people get out in the event of a fire? Is there a sprinkler system and alarm system installed? Elevator?) 

• How many people will be on staff? What will their qualifications be? Are they/will they be employed and paid through the 
UCDD? 

• The facility has been under construction since it was bought in 2010. Why? How can you allow residents (especially one who is 
a tracheotomy patient) live in a construction environment? 

• Is it true that UCDD employees have been moved out there to utilize some of the space as office space? If so, why is a non- 
profit organization (Living the Dream) charging UCDD rent for use, even though the facility is owned by a group under the UCDD 
umbrella? 

• Also on that note, why is there a waiting list if only two residents are there now and UCDD employees are using space as office 
space? 

• How much are the outstanding loans on the facility? What are the plans on paying back the loans (if there are any)? 

Any insight on these would be very appreciative. I want to give you the chance to be open and forthcoming about all this before 
NC5 comes out with their items of discovery, whatever those may be. They may be pretty brutal, but I want to jump the gun with 
regards to their In-depth reporting. 

I'm also requesting audits from 2009 up to the most recent one, along with contracts and rental agreements between UCDD 
agencies and LTD, memos and charters pertaining to LTD since its inception in 2010, and construction contracts pertaining to 
LTD. Please provide me with those within the next week. 

I may have more questions once I see the facility, but I'll send those your way once I get them (if I come up with any).
